In a recent number of the Lit- 
irary Digest appeared an article 
of inteivst to the stiulents of ar- 
chitecture. .It is a criticism of 
.New York from the standpoint of 
a piDininent French architect, M. 
.Vugustin — Adolph Hey, of Paris. 

In this article M. Key takes the 
ground that the New York of the 
futuiv should be a city of white 
towel's; that the heights of the 
skyscrapei's should be limited to 
■JO or ;U) stories, ami only a few, 
say, three or four to a city block, 
allowed to tower above thi.s. In 
this way, he claims, the city would 
have a Ix'autiful skyline instead 
of presenting the jagged outline 
it does today.
